No finger alphabet is used under this rule. As far as possible the gestures 
only intelligible to the few who have studied this means of interpretation is dis- 
couraged, as it is wisely felt by both directors that the intelligence of the pupiis 
is limited rather than extended by reliance on signs. 

To read the diaries—quite original compositions—kept by the industrious 
children was another proof of the reality of their progress, one also to strengthen 
the reflection of their gaining a liberal knowledge of the world without, by this 
enlightened system. In one neatcopy book there was the narrative of a visit to 
the National Gallery--what delight it must have given to the little band who 
live “in the shadow of silence ;” in another a history of the day's details ; in 
two or three familiar facts alone were stated such as those not severely trying 
to a youthful author of ten—namely, that Mr. Schonthal is our teacher, that it 
rained, that our little companions returned to school after a holiday, &c. ; and-in 
Fitzroy square where the pupils are rather older, pretty little accounts of indivi- 
dual experiences as the above mentioned holiday. It was really wonderful 
to witness a bright, eager girl finding her way (with a pointer) about Italy, 
France and Russia and all over England, secure of her Tocalities throughout the 
great map, to hear and comprehend answers on geography and history, and above 
all to note the pleasure visible in their bright glances at being able to communi- 


_cate or exchange ideas like other people. Never perhaps was the gift of articu- 


lation more gratefully acknowledged than now in the midst of the eager, childish 
concourse. A smiling negative was sufficient reply to the question whether such 


‘exercise of deficient vigour was productive of pain -and emulation in rapid 


answers was another cheering assurance. 

Needlework, artificial flower-making, and the usual oral school routine con- 
tinue day after day, by gradual degrees overcoming the sad want of nature, and 
transforming the poor deaf mute, who beneath the influence of neglect. or 
indifference becomes morose and sullen, into an active, light-hearted, useful 
being. Thought strays from the spacious, well-filled room to. some remote 
cottage door, or dark and crowded house in a London alley, where a sad-eyed 
creature, scornfully spoken of as “‘ duntmy,” sits or lounges in the sunshine, or 
buddies in the corner of a dirty staircase straight descending to the close street. 
Sometimes this poor relation of a family that deem it a burden, or nuisance, is a 
pale, overgrown girl, awkward. vindictive, almost idiotic. Often it ‘is a wild 
being in fustian, a terror to his neighbours ; occasionally, a fair, delicate child 
whose ailment might soon give way to skilful care. Always it contrives to 
express Its few ideas by the medium of its fingers. Fancy flees—a fearful fancy; 
—into the remote years of which Mr. Dalby and Mr. Van Praagh write, when 
these so heavily-stricken were treated with contempt, even cruelty, for wha 
can be more despotic than ignorance.in a harsh disposition 7 and when affection 
is blunted by poverty and hardship, the dumb child who is not removed to a 
school fares badly. Soon this quiet, well regulated house will be vacant; the 
children, whose dormitories lack air and space for increasing numbers, be removed 
to a larger dwelling in Notting Hill. But-the retired crescent, where this gentle 
work of sympathy was. commenced, with its trees now attired in the emerald 
garments of May, with its garden full of thejtwitter, and gossip and flutter* of 
Sparrows, remains like a cherished scene sket hed in tenderest tints .. a sober but 
harmonious picture, not brilliant, but. full of wistful and touching suggestions 
framed in the echoes of voices, at length liberated from the thrall of affliction, a 
subdued study of life that is very. still. : 

The chief difference of the Home in Burton Crescent from the School in 
Fitzroy Square lies in the fact of the former being exclusively for Jewish chil, 
dren, while the latter—emphatically a school—does not accomniodate “ internes”’ 
or boarders. Both receive the especial care of the: Baroness M. de Rothschild, 
in magnificent donations of money, in prizes and gifts; both pursue the same 
system. But in Fitzroy Square the director advocates the mixing in the outer 
world of the deaf and dumb of all creeds, ceeming that it extends the privileges 
of the pupils, and prevents the chance of the scl.ool continuing a sort of colony 
for these, thus suffering. In Burton Crescent it is considered advisable for them 
to remain. under one authority and. roof, and to live’ altogether beneath 
the same supervision, There .are powerful arguments*for both sides, 
There. seems great sense in the plea that by moving in. society 
suchi a defect can be surmounted by imitation and observation, others. free from 
its perplexities, while, on the other hand, it is reasonable to affirm that children 
soon fall into habits of vulgarity. of ill-manners, of dilatory. idleness, especially 
if they belong to the poorer class, by boarding out. Where the religion differs 
another consideration must arise to agitate the philanthropical rulers of the two 
places, and as at present the two establishments prosper, notwithstanding the 
essential distinction of their regulation, it is by no means needful here to speak 
of either except in honest terms of praise. As an instance of the artistic talent 
of the children it may be related that a young girl was apprenticed by the bene- 
factress of the Home and School to an employment beautiful and congenial] 
enough. She was instructed in tile. painting, for which the designs have been 
prepared by men whose names are synonymous with the perfection of art in thie 
country, Mr. Burne Jones, Dante Rossetti, andthe author of “ the Earthly Paradise.’ 
The Preraffaelite “shop” as it is called modestly enough, is for the diffusion of 
refinement and grace in commonplace articles, for artistic wall-paper, picturesque 
hangings, flooring of delicate tiles, &c, An excellent future dawned for the 
dumb student, but with the old obstinate folly that still characterises some of 
the parents of those of whom such care is taken, her father after a while pre- 
ferred the plainer path to fortune pointed by atailor’s needle for his daughter, 

And now the friendly little hands are offered and held, the smaller heads 
stroked! and farewell must be said to the intelligent Phoebe and Rebecca in 
Burton Crescent and the blue ‘eyed gold haired Ninfa and Willie with others 
whose name is legion in Fitzroy Square. rey | 
| Goodbye then, dear little ones, daily growing in sense and good looks, in 
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brightness, perseverance and gentleness. Your trial, hard as it is, is not wholely | 


revealed to you through God’s great mercy. It has been effectually aided by the 


thoughtful goodness of those whose loving sympathy daily soothes its worst 
fom. These have opened the Bible to you, have taught the lessons of its 
tenderness to the afflicted, for in your company the heart echoes fervently 
sincerely and constantly “ unless the Lord had been my help, my soul ha 
almost dwelt in silence.’ | 


ROUMANIAN COMMITTEE. 
A meeting of the Roumanian Committee was held on Sunday last at the 
residence of Mr. Julian Goldsmid M.P., 105, Piccadilly, W. Mr. F. D. Mocarta, 


was voted to the Chair in the unavoidable absence, through indisposition, of the 


Yhairman, Sir Francis H. (Gioldsmid M.P. The members present were the 
Sava A. L. Green, A. Liwy and M..N. Nathan ; Messrs. B. L. Benas (of 
Liverpool), Ellis 4. Mranklio. B. Kisch M.A. B. Se., Herbert G. Lousada Hon. 
Sec, A. M. Marsden, J. Mocatta, L. M. Rothschild, Leopold Schloss and I. 


Seligman. 

The CHainmaN read various comunications received by Sir Francis H. 
Goldswid and the Hon. Sec. from Mr. Peixotto, the American Consul at Bucarest, 
giving 4 detailed account of the steps taken hy a few [sraclites to obtain their 
electoral nghts and of the impending trial at. the Court of Cassation to decide 


this important subject. Mr. Peixotto further added that the Prefect of Folticeni 
had closed one of the branches of the society “ Zion” and the members thereof 


as well as the whole Association were in deep distress om that account. Mr. . 


Peixotto went before the Cabinet of Prince Charles declaring himself the Hon. 
President of the suciety and demanded that the ord r of the Prefect should be- 
revoked and prayed that a circular should be sent to all the districts stating that 
the “Societé Phiianthropiqgae Zion” was recognized by the government and 
directing the authorities to aid and sustain it. Mr, Peixotto’s prayer was 
eranted and a cirenlar has been issued by the Prime Minister to this effect. Mr. 
Peixotto wrote that he would shortly be compelled to return to America 
and resign his mission owing to the small support it received from his brethr. n. 

In answer to a question put by a meinber. Mr. E. A. FRANKLIN. the 
Treasurer, stated that about £800 had been received in auswer to the appeal of 
the Con mittee. 

A long discussion then ensued as to the apportionment of the amount at the 
disposal of the Committee. 

Mr. BENAS strongly urged upon the Committee the necessity of trying to 
invoke the great mass of the Roumanian Jews to help themselves by means of 
contributing towards a fund for educationat aud other purposes a sinall coin per 
week or month, and as an illustration of the good effects of combined and co- 
operative action, he mentioned the great progress mnde by the Catholics : of 
Liverpool by means of their “ penny © fand, collected periodically from even the 
poorest person. Mr. Benas thougtt the hest help that they could rive the 
Roumanian Jews was by teaching them to help themselv:s. 

The CHairman while fully agreeing with Mr. Beoas in his support of ‘self- 
help, contrasted the pr sent condition of the poor Jews of Roumania with 
the Catholics of Liverpool who lived not +s the former did in the midst of 
persecution and civil and religions disability, but under the blessings of a free 
constitution avd in a land of liberty. le pointed out that it was first desirable 
to rouse among the Jews of Romania a love of liberty ahd freedom which the 
degraded atuic in which they had ect living for 80 many years had enurely 
deadened within them. He suywested that the best means to effect this was 
education and one of the principal objects of the society “ Zion ” was to establish 
schools throughout Roumania. | 

After some furthér discussion Mr. L. Scutoss moved and the Rev. M. W. 
NATHAN secomled “that the suin of £300 be voted to. Mr, Peixotto to’assist him 
in promoting the objects of his mission, ‘hat a sum of £100 be forwarded .to 
the Treasurer of the Society of * Zion.” That the Chairman be requested to 
maké further enquiries of the Vienna Comittee of the Alliance relating to the 
plan for education, That he be HHapowered to cevote a sum mot exceeding 
for the furtherance.of education should he co.sider 1t advisable to do £0. 

_A vote of thanks to the Chairman conc!uded the proceedings.

JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 
(Communicated.) 


The monthly meeting of the Board was held on Monday; Mr. Henry A 
tsaacs, Vice-President, in the Chair. An apology was made for the unavoidable 
absence of Mr. Lionel L. Cohen the President. 


The Board approved of the report of the Executive Committee not to ge 
the offices of porter and collector. The Board also approved of a ipeemenan 
tion of the Canvassing Committee to send circulars with receipts to the 
subscribers soliciting them to urge on their personal friends the claimwns of the 
Board. 

The following repo:t of the Industrial Committee was submitted’; Mr. Mogrs 
Levy, the Chairman of the Committee, moved its adoption, 


The Industrial Committee beg to inform the Board of Guardians that they have had under consid 
eration that branch of their operations referring te the apprenticeship of Jewish children to trades othe 
than Tailors and Cigar Makers, and to which their attention was drawn by a resolution of the Beare 
dated Febrnary 16th, 1875, At their meeting on the 9th of Mareh they had the advantage of th 
attendance of Mr. A. E. Syaney, at Whose instance they believe the resolution just referred to Loa 
adopted ; and at that meeting (after a discussion in which Mr. Sydney took part) the matter was 
relegated to a small Sub-Committee, the results of whose enyuiries are now confirmed by the Indus. 
trial Committee, and are submitted by them for the consideration and approval of the Board. The 
first boy apprenticed by the Committee was apprenticed in August, 1873. The svstem, which consiata 
of finding suitable masters for apprentices, paying a premium to the former, and securing the repay- 
ment of that premium to the Commilttee-by the latter, spread over the whole or a part of the term 
of apprenticeship, may therefore be said to be an entirely self-supporting scheme, It hax be on tested 
for eighteen months, During that time, and up tothe date of this report, indentures have been 
entered inte in nine cases only, The Industrial Committee are clearly of opinion that. from whatever 
cause it may arise, the number of persons apprenticed t by ne menns satisfactory. Of the nine 
masters «ix have had €10 premium , one has had €15, and two have had €20 premium. The terms 
of apprenticeship have been one for 4 years, one for 4) years, one for 5 years, four for 6 years and 
two for 7 vears, The average weeki¥ Wages carhed by apprentices during the Ist, Sra, Sth ‘and ith 
years respectively are to be 38, Gs. 10s 13s, 4d..cut of which they are hownd te repay 
to the Doard for premiui the frllowing sums spectively during the lst. 3rd and 5th 
vears, Viz. 6d., Is, 2d., aud 1s, Od, Thats it would appear that the nett weekly earnings of the appren- 
tices during the Ist, 3rd, Sth and sth years will be 2s, 3d. and and of COURSE. 
Intermediate sums for the intermediate yours, secking for caltses to accent for the partial 
failure of the apprenticeship scheme, and hence tor rds it, the Committee believe that it niayv bye 
attiribitable to any or all of three following reasons. To the fact. of mesittticient publicit, having 
heen given to the movement among the classes to-whom its benefits are intemled. 2. To the fact 
that the term of apprenticeship hitherto perinitted by the Committee is too long. 3, That the rate 
of wages pavable to the present apprentices is too low to compete suecessfully with the Wages earn. 

As to the tirst possible canse 
the Commitee are of that more prrblicity and more detailed information should be given to 
parents of boys than has hitherto been done. The Board is well aware of the creat difficulty jp 
moving this class of Jewish parents ont of their old creoves, and the Committee a cordingly avail 
themselves of the pecuniary offer made by the Board, and will’ be glad if the latter wil}, as their 
Cxpenise, advertise in the Jewish quarter a short des ripuve account of the ship movement 
in the German, Dutch and English languages; and will also furnish to the: Visiting Committee. and 
te their own Rotas, and to their officers, sunular docoments for distribution.

Society or Arrs.—On Wednesday the 7th inst. an interesting paper on 
Horse Shoes and Horse Shoeing was read by Mr. George Fleming, Veterinary

Davidson expressed his opinion that the absence of technical educatioa in this 
country was at the root of the evil complained—viz., the injury done to the 
horse by bad shoeing. As well as carpenters required proper training so should 
farriers undergo a proper system of education, so that they might not be in 
ignorance of the structure of a horse’s foot, drive nails into it. and pare away the 
hoof which is the horse's toe-nail, until they came to the blood-vessels. TI 
education and examination as to competency, said Mr, Davidson, might well be 
undertaken by the Veterinary College, but it is to be feared that until the College 
of Surgeons undertake to teach bootmakers not to distort and injure the human 
foot the poor horse must be left to the tender mercies of the ignorant roadside 
blacksmiths who repair the ironwork of a cart and shoe the horse with about the 
same amount of skill.

A communication has 
been received by the Alliance Israelite from the Chief Rabbi of Telieran 
concerning the Jews in that city, from which it appears that Teheran has 1,800

THE SCHOOL AT SALONICA. 

Several questions were put to Dr, Allatini. with reference to. the School at 
Salonica. The conversation was carried on in.the French language. : 

‘Dr. ALLATENI, in, his replies te the various’ speakers, said that the boys’ 
school was attended by 200 pupils, and the girls’ ’scliool by 150 pupils. In the 
boys’ school there was one teacher for French, one for Italian, three for Hebrew, 
two for Tarkish. -There were also mistresses for Italian and needlework. The 
institution lived, as it were, from head to mouth. The.Jewish inhabitants were 
not wealthy enough to support ‘the school. The Alliance Israelite grants an 
annual subvention of 1,000 francs per annum, About £4,000 would be required 
for a permanent school building. 

THE SCHOOL AT SMYRNA, 

Mr.. ALEXANDER S1p1, in reply to several questions with reference to the school 
at Smyrna, said that the school at Smyrna could not remain open unless it 
received extra aid, in addition to the sum already allowed. by the Alliance. ~ He 
gave a brief history of the school, which for some time was carried on by him 
alone. He could not, however, contin::. to support it by himself, and he com- 
municated with the Alliance, who.gave a grant for a teacher. More teachers 


were required ; but sirice the French War, teachers could not be obtained atthe: 


same salaries as were formerly given, in consequence of the rise in the price of 
provisions, &c, Though there were fully 20,000. Jews in Saloniea, the greater 
portion of them Were very poor; in fact, they did not know one day whence to 
get bread for the next. The Jews had formerly occupied many important posts, 
especially in the Custom House, but as they had retrograded whilst the Armen- 


ians had progressed in education, all these posts were given to the latter. The: 


Jews could not. make any progress unless they learnt their mother tongue, the 
Turkish language, and the children should be encouraged to learn that language 
rather than French, in-order that when they grew up they might obtain employ- 
ment, 

ANONYMOUS DONATION oF £1,000,

CIVILIZATION AND REVELATION. 
— 


THERE are some persons who seem to imagine that’ Civilization and Culture 
are simply the spontaneous growth of ages—as if the harvest springs np in 
the bed of time without the sowing of the seeds, or at least without the 
vivifying influence of the’sun of Heaven on the soil. It is the question of 
civilization rather than that of Culture which concerns our present purpose. With 
regard to Culture we doubt whether we have cause to be vainglorious of our 
progress. We hear great talk—fine tall talk as our American cousins call it 
—as to the advance of Culture. . But has art made zreat strides since the 
days of Parpias and PraxiteLeEs—or even since the days of the medieval 
sculptors of Italy and painters of the Netherlands and the unknown cathedral- 


builders of Germany? And has Learning made. great progress since the 


days of the giants of old’? We pride ourselves on our exhibitions of applied 
science, our palaces of industry; but we doubt whether this age has surpassed « 


the painted glass, the Chain armour, the Grenada ironwork and the Bayeux 
tapestries of a thousand years ago—nay, nor the Tyrian dye and_ the 
arabesques and the papyrus work of two thousand years ago. Perhaps. our 


idea of Culture is old-fashioned. For instance, in’ the paths of-literature we 


-may be utterly mistaken in conceiving that from the days of SuakEeEsPEARE 


and Mirroy—nay, of Verum and —to those ‘of and 
Rosk11i—the advance in poetic culture has not been very signal... We may 
be utterly mistaken in preferring the logical philosophy of a Bacon or the 
well thought-out discoveries of a Descartes: or a Newrow to the fantastic 
theories of our days. in which Culture proposes to abolish Creation, and to 
trace the origin of man. to the tail of a monkey, . Now Culture must not be 
confounded + with that Discovery which takes the form of Invention and 
opens up new fields of industry and new modes of happiness: and. comfort to 
the human, race," In that’ form certainly the world has greatly advanced, 
But leaving the question of Calture in any form to be dealt with by those 
whose province it is to examine the as yet unwritten History of Hluman Intellect, 


let-us consider whether our boasted civilization is. a substantial fact and a 


source of just pride, and whether indeed the civilization which we faney we 


possess or for which we long when we admit we do not possess it, is not to be 
found in a System given to the world by Revelation three thousand years ago, 

So flong‘ as we plume ourselves on civilization as a self-produced 
result we certainly deny the effects, and indeed the truth, of Revelation. It 
is our duty to regard the interests of Religion. Those interests are injured 
or at least tampered with when men fail to trace civilization or what should be 
civilization, to its proper source. cee 


It is very much the fashion for men of a certain intellectual calibre and 


tendency to regard the Mosaic System with condescending forbearance and - 


suave patronage. It was all very well, says one, in its day when the world 
was barbarous, but in these days—oh dear !—it is not to be thought of at 
all—quite unfit for our practical and cultivated times. It was very good, says 
another, for an Oriental people, but quite out of the question in Western 
climes, where there are steam engines, electro-telegraphs, gas works and other 
They quite forget to add to these factors of 
modern enlightenment the other mild proofs of moral culture, sueh as bloated 
armaments intended for purposeful destruction of life, mining expiosion® ancl 
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railway accidents caused by parsimony or recklessness, and also pestilential cities | 


snd triumphant crime. Another class of thinkers or rather of talkers are good 

to endure the Mosaic system as an historical fact, but talk of it as 

f 9 particular piyut ‘n the prayer-book or posture in the service were not 

only an inextricable and essential portion of it, but an example of the elements 

of which the system is composed : while others of more “ advanced ” opinion 

it not very reverentially, as if it enjoined as an everyday and ever- 

issting ordinance the destruction of Hittites and Hivites, the putting down 
with a strong hand of rebellious conspiracy and defiant disobedience. 


There is a well-known adage,—a feather will serve to show how the 
wind blows. In other words, an illustration, however apparently unimportant 
and circumscribed in its effects, may indicate the tendency of a system and 
the direction of opinion. Let us then take one of many instances likely to 
serve for illustration. 
motherless neglected boy of seven years of age, the son of a dranken father, 
committed a trifling theft. He was sent to prison. for three months. The 
matter was mentioned in Parliament. One of Her Majesty’s Ministers 
explained that the child was too young fora reformatory and had been sent to 
prison from pure kindness, and he added that while in prison he would be kindly 
treated. And this statement was evidently very much approved of by the 
combined wisdom of the Lower House, for it was: received with audible testi- 
monies of appreciation. Now admitting that the child will be treated with 
kindness, the “prison taint” will never, ah! never, through a long life, be 
removed from this poor baby. A_ second instance. It appears from our 
sdvertising columns that an institution has been formed with a view of 
abolishing the horrors of Vivisection—a clear proof that Vivisection is no 
fancy of a reporter, no exceptional instance of individual barbarity—but, 
unhappily, it is a fact and a practice. We quote these instances as 
examples—alas ! not isolated examples—of the condition of civiliza- 


tion which we enjoy. buat if we were to ceneralize, should 
we not be shocked at the results of our civilization “the 
growth . of thousands’ of > years’—nay, of more than many thou- 


sands if we are to put faith in’ those philosophers who preach their own 
self-eyolved revelations as to the length of years. of existence of the human 
race. We find justice misconceived—we had ‘nearly said distorted—by laws 
which sentence an infant thief to months or years of prison, and the brutal 
affian. who cruelly mutilates his trembling wife to a few weeks hard labour. 
We find children. of tender age ‘trained in a cruel. manner to climb 
chimneys and tortured to death in sweeping a flue, while the work

Owing to the commercial laws of civilization, vile and fevered specu- 


lation with its countless evils, has taken the place of the sound laws of labour 
—the just hin, the just ephod—and owing to the social laws of civilization 
there is not a city of Europe in which Crime and Vice do not stalk shame- 
lessly in the public streets: and the saddest of social evils, the dishonour 
of woman, the most beautiful form of humanity, disgraces our boasted man- 
hood at every turn. And this is civilization--this the result of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-five years experience of a so-called Messianic Advent ! 

But three thousand years ago, the Spirit, the Word, the true Logos, the 
real Paraclete, the Voice of Gop, came upon earth and taught mankind the 
doctrines of brotherly love, of unselfish trading, of reasonable, merciful, though 
at the same time strict and dyly stern justice; the laws of compensation, and 
social science, dignity of labogr, of religious care for children, of pure food, of

ASSOCIATION FOR THE ORAL INSTRUCTION OF THE DEAF Ann 
DUMB. 


On Thursday last a large and influential meeting was held in the 
Parlour of the Mansion House, in aid of the Association for the Oral I netruction 
of the Deaf and Dumb. The Right Hon. the Lory Mayor presided, supported 
by several members of the élite of the Jewish and general communit 
The school was opened in 1872. The number of pupils amounted at 
first to four, but it had since increased to fifty, of whom twenty- 
six were boys and twenty-four girls. The Committee had every reason 
to believe that that number might be very considerably increased were the means 
of the Association such as to allow them to extend their labours. The number 
of teachers was still inadequate to the wants of the school, as experience proved 
that for the efficient instruction of the deaf and dumb one teacher was required for 
every ten or twelve pupils. The Committee therefore relied on the liberality of the 
friends and members of the Association, and of the public to place the institution 
in that respect on a prope: footing. The children continued to be healthy and 
happy, regular in attendance, and exemplary in their behaviour, and the advance 
aa by them in their studies as well as in their physical development met with 
general approval from their parents and guardians. 


The Lorp Mayor, in opening the proceedings, said he was quite sure that 
the objects of the Association would receive the cordial approval of every 
person in that country, for there could be no doubt that the education of deaf 
mutes had not received, hitherto, that degree of attention it deserved. He ho 
that the result of that influential meeting would be satisfactory to the Associa. 
tion in every sense. 


Kart GRANVILLE, President of the Association, proposed as the first resoly- 
tion—‘ That this meeting approves of the objects of the Association for the Ora] 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb, and desires to see the system of teaching 
advocated by the Association permanently established and extended in this 
country.” The noble Earl, in support of his resolution, gave a brief history of 
the origin and success of the system adopted by the Association. He had fre. 
quently visited the institution in Fitzroy-square, and he must confess that he 
never saw a number of children looking more happy or having so much confiding 
trust in the kindness of their masters and mistresses. He observed great profi. 
ciency in drawing and writing, and he was especially struck with their great 
facility and ease in answering the questions put to them orally by their master, 
Mr. Van Praagh, of whose ability and patience it was impossible to speak too 
highly. Earl Granville concluded by advising every one who had the subject 
at heart, or was interested in it, to pay a personal visit to the Hone, and by 
earnestly commending it to the support and sympathy of the public, and espe 
cially the wealthy citizens of London. He felt sure that throngh the energy 
and andacity (laughter) of their excellent honorary secretary, Mr. Assur H, 
Moses, they would succeed in collecting a large amount of subscriptions, 

Mr. Leorotn pg Roritscni.h, in seconding the resolution, said the meeting 
was no doubt aware that when Mr. Van Praagh first came over from the conti- 
nent, his labour of love was restricted to a small number. of children. but. with 
these he was so eminently successful that the Association in l'itzroy-square was 
founded, and fifty children were now being educated there annually. The pro- 
gress which the children had made was sufficient guarantee to warraut the 
Association in extending the scope of its labours. . He was told that there were 
about 25,000 deaf and dumb people in tlie United Kingdom alone, and hé could 
not help thinking what blessings would result if training. schools, sim'lar to that 
in London, were established throughout the country. The great difficulty, how- 
ever, rested in the fact that a large number of skilled teachers would be required, 
seeing that it was hardly possible for one teacher to educate nc than twelve 
in one class. The cost of education was about £20 per child annually... The 
keen sense of eyesight among the children was perfectly wonderful, and it was 
by taking advantage of that sense that Mr. Van Praagh’s system answered so 
well. -He appealed to the meeting to enable the Association to extend to the 
unfortunate deaf and dumb children those gifts bestowed by Providence on‘their 
more favoured fellow-creatures. He knew full well that the. object.was sure to 
ineet with their approval. 

The resolution was put to the meeting and carried unanimously, 

Lord HovcutTon moved, and the Marquis of Lanspowne seconded the fol 
lowing resolution, which was also adopted : That in order to give effect to the 
foregoing resolution a fund be raised by donations and subscriptions for the 
endowment of the school of the Association. 

Sir CHARLES TREVELYAN moved : That a committee be appointed to arrange 
far the collection of funds, such committee to consist of the Duke of West- 
minster, the Marquis of Lansdowne, Earl Granville, Lord Houghton, Sir Charles 
Trevelyan, Dr. G. W. Dasent, Mr. Ilugh Cameron, Mr, Samuel Montagu and Mr. 
Assur HI, Moses, with power to add to their number. 

The Rev. WitLiam Rocers, Rector of St. Botolpli, Bishopsgate, seconded the 
resolution, which was carried. 

The Duke of Wesrmixstek in proposing a vote of thanks to the Lord Mayor 
for presiding, said: Though my object is to propose a vote of thanks to one 
gentleman, I cannot refrain from paying a tribute of respect to. the memory of 
one of the principal founders of this institution, a maa whom many here knew 
and esteemed. I refer to the late Baron Mayer de Rothschild. I am glad to see 
present several members of the Rothschild family—a family which devotes so 
much to their suffering fellow creatures of whatever religion they may be. 
should not be doing justice to the memory of Baron Mayer did I not allude to his 
great intercst in this cause. (Cheers). 

The vote of. thanks to the Lord Mayor was. seconded by Mr. KIRKMAN 
Hopson M.P:. and earried by acclamation. 

The Lorp Mayor having briefly replied and consented to receive subscrip- 
tions, the proceedings terminated, 

Contributions approaching £2,000 were announced at the meeting, Among 
them were the following : Baroness Mayer de Rothschild, £500; Messrs. N. M.

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PSALM LXVIII,

[ARTICLE IVv.] 


Verse 14.— While ye lie between the stalls, the wings of the dove are 
covered with silver and ber feathers with pure gold. 


This verse is closely connected with its predecessor and is in fact as 
amplification thereof, Addressing the defeated warriors, the poet observes, 
« while ye are idly resting between the stalls by the side of your horses ready 
ata moments notice to mount them, she who tarried at home adorns 
herself with the precious metals taken from your hosts.” The daughters 
of Israel enriched by the conquerors, their fathers, brothers, husbands and 
lovers are figuratively and collectively spoken of as a duve parallel with the 
preceding n'a m3) (she that tarries at home.) Dove as known, was among 
the Hebrews a term of endearment (Song of Songs ii. 14; v. 2; vi. 9). 
Indeed, Israel considered the dove as itsemblem. (See Targum Jonathan 
in loco; also Talmud Berachoth,f. 49). It is therefore possible that the 
whole people was meant here. It may not be out of place to remind the 
reader that the dove also acted a principal part in the Jewish, Christian 
and heathen symbolic. The Hagadah represents the voice of God as cooing 
like a dove. (Berachoth, f.3,1). Christian symbolic introduces the Holy 
Ghost as appearing in the shape of-a dove. (Mat. iii. 10; Mark]. .0; 
Luke iii. 22; Jobn!.32); and in heathen mythology the doves were sacred 
to Venus. | 

We are further inclined to believe that the figure “wings covered with 
silver and feathers with pure gold” was borrowed from the practice of 
adorning in this. manner the doves intended for sacrifices. It is trae that 
we cannot point to any instance of the kind mentioned in Hebrew writings. 
Nevertheless analogies are found which lead to the idea that something 
_ similar took place with doves. These analogies are offered by bullocks 
intended for sacrifices, whose horns were gilt on certain occasions ( Mishnah 
Bikkur, iii) and by certain sacred fish which were adorned with golden rings. 
Thus we read in “Travels of Rabbi Petachiah” (Benisch’s edition, p. ii) 
“He (Petachiah ) was told that underneath the coffin (of Daniel) there are 
fish with golden pendants in their ears” (the coffin was suspended in the 
midst of a river), and in an elucidatory nove (p. 98) Mr. Ainsworth explains 
that a Persivon MS. ( Nuzhatu-e-Kalub) “describes a large reservoir at the 
foot of the tomb of the great Daniel (Danyali Akbar) . . . as containing 
“a large number of sacred fish which are regardei with the most s»perstitious 
attachment. We believe that the practice of adorning sacred fish in cer- 
tain tanks with jewels has also been noticed in India.* We are further 
inclined to believe that King Svlomon’s comparison of a woman without 


discretion with a swine, in whose snout theré is a jewel of goid (Prov, vi. 


22), like all similes, was drawn from an actual practice, 

Verse 15,.— When the Almighty spread out kings in it, it snowed in 
Salmon. 

After the episode or rather digression containel in verses 12,13 and 
14; the sacred penman returns tothesubject with which he set ont:in y. 10, 
where he prayed for a phenomenon sunilar to. the swelling of the river 
Kishon, which so powerfolly aided Barak in achieving his victory over 
Sisera, The Psalmist resumiug the thread, states that, “indeed something 
analogous did occur, for when the hostile generals-were spreading out their 
army snow fel] in Salmon, a phenomenon rare enough in those regionsto be 
noticed and considered as a providential occurrence. The occurrence pro- 
bably referred to is thus narrated by Josephus in his ‘‘ Antiquities of the 
Jews” (Book xiii. c. vi.) ‘[rypho holding Jonathan in his power was faced 
by Simon and his army. Upon this Trypho “went about all the country 
and resolved to go afterward to Jerusalem, by the way.of Idumea,.... 
But when thse that were in the citadel (of Jerusalem) had sent to Trypho 
and besought him to make haste and come to them and to send them provi- 
sions, he prepared his cavalry as though he would be at Jerasalem that very 
night, but so great a quantity of snow fell in the night that it covered the 
roads aid made them so deep that there was no passing, especially for the 
cavalry. This hindered him from coming to Jerusalem ; whereupon Trypho 
removed thence aud came into Cwlesyria.”” Finally, he returned to Antioch, 
leaving Simon to pursue his victorious career. ; 

“Snow fell in Salmon "(2982 29vN). This phrase has presented great 
difficulties.to the-commentators because they all assumed that mount Sal- 
Mon néar Shechem was meant; The difficulty therefore was to explain 
“what the snow had to do with the spreading out (or as they assumed with 
the scattering) of the kings in the land. Bat the text makes no mention 
of any mountain. We are therefore at liberty to look for a district called 
Salmon on the other side of Jordan, where the movements of Trypho and 
Jonathan tgok place, the Psalmist observing that this providential fall 
of snow extended as far as Salmon, (Nom. xxxili. 41) far in 
the South, where such a phenomenon had _ never been heard of 
before, Or perhaps another Salmon, nowhere else mentioned in 
Scripture, is meant, and Which being densely covered with snow prinicpally

dered the explanation of this passage so difficult to commentators was their 
assamption that the verb W132 in this verse meant “ to scatter”; while in 
fact it has its usual signification to spread out as shown by our remarks. 
We need scarcely remind the student that the piel not rarely stands for the 
hiphil, and that the phrase in question therefore means “ When the 


Almighty aliowed the kings to spread in it,” or “when He spread them 
in the country.” 


Verse 16.—Mighty mountain, mountain of Bashan ; ; 
mountela of “Pg y mountain, mountain of Bashan ; craggy mountain; 


The poet’s imagination having transferred him to the scene of action 
beyond J. rdan, he addresses the mountains of Bashan, 


“ Mighty mountain,” The context shows that the Psalmist 
did not mean this term in its literal sense, viz., mountain of God, L.e., 


mountain either sacred to God or on which an appearance of the Deity had 


taken place; for Scripture nowhere says so, but takes O't9% here in its 
well-known sense adjectively as rendered by us, The mountain of Bashan 
here addressed is usually regarded as another name for Mouat Hermon. 
Dean Stanley (“Sinai and Palestine,” p. 14), takes this phrase to be 
equivalent to Anti-Libanus., 

Verse 17,— What for ye craggy mountains do ye look spitefully upon 
the mountain God desired for His seat; where moreover He will dwell for 
ever: | 

“ Look spitefully.” (pay9n). This verb, as observéd before,.is nowhere 
else to be found in the Bible, but is met with i: post-Biblical Hebrew 
writings in the sense given it in our own version. (See Midrash Rabba, c. 
26). In Arabic too it hes a similar signification. eer 


The connexion between the two last verses and those preceding seems 


to be this: The Psalmist in his imagination addresses the powerful 


Syro-Egyptian kingdom under the emblem of the mighty monntain of 
Bashan which looks spitefully cn Mount Sinai the emblem of humble Israel, 
showing that God does not necessarily delight in worldly greatness and splen~ 
dour, but very often takes pleasure in what is comparatively not conspicuous 
like Mount Sinai selected by God for His theophany, and with which the 
memory of this theophany will be connected fur ever despite the greater pre- 
tensions of Mount Bashan, and by parity of reason also that God's pro- 


vidence will protect Israel despite the great power of the Syro-Grecian 
kingdom, 


~ 


A parallel idea is expressed in L. Samuel 1i,, 4, 5,7 and 8. 

Verse 18.—The chariots of God are myriads, thousands upon 
thousands. The Lord is among them on Sinai in the holy place. 

Having mde mention of Mount Sinai, the Psalmist by a natural asso- 
ciation of ideas is led on to describe the theophany which took place there. 
God, he says, was on the occasion accompanied by myriads of chariots, the 
simile being taken from an earthly mighty potentate who when he visits a 
place is accompanied by a retinue, the number of which is proportionate to 
his might, glory and object of the visit. 2 

Myriads.” (0°35). This noun derived from 3239 be nume- 
rous”’) primarily devignates any large number. But the singular is very 
often used ina much more limited sense, viz., forten thousand. Here it is 
evident from the context that the word h«s to be taken in its general sense, 
viz., a large multitude, as the poet could not have wished to point out the 
exact number of chariots and then qualify it by an indefinite number, 
thousand upon thousand which would have been illogical. The dual is used 
for the sake of emphasis, viz., myriads. ee! 

“Thousands upon thousands,” is a word derived from 
sow’ the Chaldee form of the Hebrew mv’ “ to repeat.” 

Verse. 19.—Thou wentest up to the high place, captured captives 
received gifts in men, yea, rebellions ones, that Jah, God, might dwell 
there. 

‘Haviog finished the digression, into which the sacred pentnan was led 
by the reminiscences connected with Sinai, He addresses the conquering 
hero: “ Having defeated the enemy, thou marched against Mount Zion, 
occupied by a garrison of the enemy and a party of rebels; thou didst 
succeed in the attack, and didst make prisoners, among whom were rebels, 
thus enabling the people to worship God again in His sanctuary, which 
the pious conld not do before, having been overawed by the apostates on 
Mount Zion, which dominated the temple; or as the Psalmist expresses 
it: thou didst render it. possible for God to dwell there sgain, the abomi- 
nations which defiled it having been removed (1 Macy. c. iv. 41 to 60),. 

“ To the high place’ (D102). It will be noticed that this noun has the 
definite article, because a certain high place known to all is meant, viz., 
Mount Zion. 

“ Gifts” (mun). This probably refers to the prevailing practice of 
awarding to the successfal leader a specifically Jarger proportion of the 
booty. This excess over and above the share of each of the other warriors 
would very properly be called, a gift, AND. | 

“Jah, God” (DAN AY). This phrase is used for DPN AM, found in the. 
ancient Biblical writings, ‘the adverb OM (there) is omitted, but under- 
stood as in the rendering. | 

Verse 20.—Blessed be the Lord day by day ; if he places burdens upon 
us, he is yet the God of our salvation. : 

“Tf he lays burdens upon us” (129 D3"). As ODY means to load with 
burdens, we must in order to complete the sense mentally premise the par- 
ticle or ‘2(‘f), as is done in the renderiog. With this verse begins a 
fresh part of tle Psalm. The poet having in the preceding part dwelled 
upon the triumph achieved by obtaining possession of the fortress of Jeru- 
salem (Acra), is, by a natural association otideas, led to the contemplation 
of the sad past and to find consolation in the thought that although God 
had inflicted yreat hardships on his people, yet they were not greater than 


it could bear, and that he at Jast came to the rescue,

Nor since an inferior poet taught that : 


“A man of feeling to his beast is kind, 
“ A cru: l action proves a cruel mind.” 


But there is higher authority for gentleness and consideration to the lower 
order of creation—the authority of God’s Sacred Word. Surely every heart 


not deadened to the ordinary impulses of common compassion, not fevered by | 


a mad pursuit of science or by rampant, frenzied, professional ardour, must 
sicken at the thought of all that a poor bound writhing helpless creature must 
endure beneath the cruel scalpel ofthe surgeon. It has not even the satis- 
faction of a patient in knowing that the wound is inflicted to heal a greater 
evil. We earnestly appeal to our readers, Jewish and Christian, by all that 
is merciful in our two religions, to support the cause of this institution. We 
appeal to the mercy and manliness of men, we appeal to the gentleness of 
women, we appeal to the compassion of childhood. We do not go so far as 
the Koran and declare that the beast of the field has a soul to be judged at 
the Resurrection—but clearly man has a soul to be judged here and hereafter, 
an‘l the sin of permitting wanton cruelty would be a black spot on that soul 
not. easy to be removed.

*.* We are glad to learn that the Rev. A. L. Green has consented to 
lecture on the evening of the 23rd inst, at the close of the Session. Of the 
Sunday Evening Lectures to Jewish Working Men and their Families. 
We are especially pleased that Mr. Green has chosen the subject of Emigra- 
tion for the occasion. Emigration has many features of grave importance 
for our poor. It is a matter on which many talk, but which few understand. 
People in such movements give money to this as to all other charitable 
schemes under the conviction that those who administer the funds must know 
all about it; whether they do or no is, however, quite another affair. And 
as to the Emigrant himself, he, but too frequently, has little correct infor- 
mation on the subject. He is filled with the vague idea that he is sent or is 
going abroad to make his fortune; that the whole process is patented, cut 
and dried, and to be regarded as a matter of course. Wecan well understand 
that the reverend lecturer will treat the subject comprehensively and in all 


its bearings, and we urge our working classes to take full advantage of the 


opportunity of listening to one who is so eminently qualified to instruct them, 


~"» We earnestly recommend the cause of the Jewish Convalescent Home. 
A new wing has just been erected and it is to be consecrated by the Chief 
Rabbi, on Sanday afternoon. The object of the new wing is to provide 
accommodation for children. This is a blessed work, a sacred intention. We 
Jews do not believe, according to the notions of the writers of canting mission- 
ary tracts, that the child who dies early is especially happy. Our Jewish 
idea is to prolong earthly life, for life isa gift trom God, and therefore good, 
The cost of the additional building has been partially covered by an anony- 
mous gift of £1,000, supplemented by sundry contributions amounting to 
£400. The total cost of the land and «building,- including furniture, is 
£1,200, and thus there remains a large deficiency. Ithas been estimated that 
the new wing will entail an additional annual expenditure of £200. The Com- 
mittee express their belief that the Jewish public will contribute this sum in 
the form of annual subscriptions, and also give donations sufficient to relieve 
the institution from the burden of debt.

which are as abhorrent to true religious principle as were the executions and 
torments inflicted in past times on highminded and honourable men by priests 
and potentates, under the plea of advancing “ the interests of religion.” The 
multitudinous atrocitice perpetrated by Torquemada, who, in the name of Reli- 
gion, burned alive thousands of his fellow-men, were paralleled and equalled— 
nay, they were surpassed—by those of Majendie, who put to protracted deaths 
of the most lingering and most excruciating agony thousands upon thousands of 

What Torquemada was under the name of Religion, that, precisely, wag
